RE: Public Records Request - law enforcement trip to Israel 


Dear Ms. Young: 

This serves as final response to your October 2, 2018 Public Records Requests directed to the Rhode 
Island State Police seeking copies of emails between the respective agencies and fitting certain other 
specific criteria. Your request is governed by the Access to Public Records Act contained in R.I.G.L. 
Chapter 38-2. In response to a request for public records, an agency is required to make available for 
public disclosure those records that are responsive to a request, are in the possession of the agency and are 
not otherwise exempted from disclosure. 

We have attached eighty (80) pages of documents directly responsive to your request. Rhode Island 
General Law § 38-2-2(4)(D)(c) exempts personal information relating to an individual in any files and 
law enforcement records that could reasonably be expected to be an unwarranted invasion of personal 
privacy or could disclose information furnished on a confidential basis. In accordance with this 
expectation of privacy, some portions of the enclosed records have been redacted. 

Note that the actual time expended in preparation of the 80 pages responsive was 1 'A hours. Therefore, 
the fee would be $19.50 which represents .5 hour at $15 per hour and 12.00 for the 80 pages (.15 per 
page) being provided. We are issuing a refund check for the difference of $14.25 made payable to 
Muckrock and will forward it to Dept MR 61897, 411A Highland Avenue, Somerville, MA 02144-2516. 

Pursuant to R.I. Gen. Laws § 38-2-8, you have the right to appeal this to Lieutenant Colonel Kevin M. 
Barry, Acting Superintendent, Rhode Island State Police, 311 Danielson Pike, North Scituate, Rhode 
Island 02857. Or you may file a complaint with the Department of the Attorney General, 150 South Main 
Street, Providence, Rhode Island, 02903, or the Rhode Island Superior Court of the county where the 
record(s) are maintained.

Good afternoon. 

Welcome to the ADL Leadership, Resilience and Counter-Terrorism Seminar in Israel. Although we are not leaving until 
December, we wanted to provide a couple of updates regarding our trip. 

1) There will be approximately 15 law enforcement professionals in our group. We are in the process of finalizing 
the group and will send out a complete list of participants in the next couple of weeks. 

2) Our trip begins in Boston at Logan Airport. Please plan to arrive at 6:00 PM. We will meet at the El Al ticket 
counter in Terminal E. 

Sunday December 2 nd 
(Monday, December 3 rd ) 

Tuesday, December 11 th 
(Tuesday, December 11 th ) 

On the return flight we depart after midnight on December 11 th and arrive home the same day. We will have 
hotel rooms in Tel Aviv on the day of departure from Israel. A detailed itinerary will not be available until closer 
to our departure date. It is a long flight and we have found that a good pair of noise cancelling headphones can 
ease the journey. 

3) All expenses will be covered by ADL, including airfare from Boston to Tel Aviv (not including upgrades to 
premium economy seats - see below), all hotels, meals, tours, guides, and admission costs at museums. 

4) If you have any seating, meal, or frequent flier requests, please let us know. We request aisle seats for everyone. 
The airline tickets will be issued in the upcoming months and we will send everyone an electronic ticket. 

5) There are also a limited number of premium economy seats, which cost around $160 extra each way. If you 
would like one of these premium seats, please let us know, and we will do our best to upgrade you. Because 
there are a limited number of premium seats available, we cannot guarantee that we will be able to upgrade 
you, and premium seats will be assigned on a first come first serve basis. Should you be upgraded, you will be 
responsible for the added charge.

8) If you are in the process of renewing your passport, please provide Talia with the details once you have it. This 
information is required to clear all security issues in advance. If you are traveling on a red government passport, 
please let us know as you may need to obtain a visa. There is no visa requirement for "blue" American passports.

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9) Additionally, we wanted to bring the following to your attention: Jewish Voice for Peace (JVP), a radical anti- 
Israel activist group that advocates for a complete economic, cultural and academic boycott of the state of 
Israel, has been sending Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) requests to a number of law enforcement agencies 
that have participated in ADL's seminars in Israel. We wanted to provide you with background on JVP and their 
activities. 

"Deadly Exchange" is their latest propaganda campaign, which falsely asserts that American Jewish institutions 
are responsible for rising levels of police brutality and racism against people of color in the U.S. because we 
sponsor joint training programs between American and Israeli law enforcement agencies. To quote their 
website, in such law enforcement exchange programs, '"worst practices' are shared to promote and extend 
discriminatory and repressive policing in both countries including extrajudicial executions, shoot-to-kill policies, 
police murders, racial profiling, massive spying and surveillance, deportation and detention, and attacks on 
human rights defenders." In some cities, JVP has local affiliates that go by different names. In one small city, 
their local affiliate even petitioned the local city council to drop associations with these programs. We wanted 
to make sure you were aware of them and their agenda, should you hear from them. Here is a link to additional 
information about JVP on ADL's website.

ADL UNVEILS FIRST OF-ITS-KIND INTERACTIVE MAP PINPOINTING 
EXTREMISM AND HATE ACROSS U.S. 

New York, NY, August 9, 2018 ... In advance of the first anniversary of the violent white supremacist rally in 
Charlottesville, Va., that shook the nation, the Anti-Defamation League (ADL) today launched the ADL 
H.E.A.T. (Hate. Extremism. Anti-Semitism. Terrorism) Map ™ — a first-of-a-kind interactive map detailing 
extremist and anti-Semitic incidents in the U.S. The map is a visual reflection of select proprietary datasets 
developed by ADL experts in its Center on Extremism. 

“It’s important to remember that extremist activity is not just confined to a historic town in Virginia, but 
rather an issue faced by communities every day across the country,” ADL CEO and National Director Jonathan 
Greenblatt said. “As extremists continue to spread hate and incite violence using any and all means that they 
can, ADL is committed to exposing their efforts and fighting to prevent the hate they aim to spread.” 

The ADL H.E.A.T. Map ™ is accompanied by a report that evaluates the ways the white supremacist 
movement — and the “Alt-Right” in particular — has changed in the year since the Charlottesville and provides 
a full overview of the complicated current state of white supremacy. Among the trends observed, the Alt-Right 
has embraced podcasts as a way to reach followers. White supremacist podcast audiences are not large by the 
standards of mainstream podcasts but represent significant audiences for white supremacists.

Additionally, white supremacists have increased on-campus and off-campus propaganda efforts in the 
past year. Since the beginning of 2017, ADL’s Center on Extremism has tracked more than 900 white 
supremacist propaganda incidents, from distributions of white supremacist literature to display of white 
supremacist handbills, posters, and more. The 2017-18 school year saw a 77 percent increase of incidents on 
campus from the previous academic year, with 292 cases reported, compared to 165 in 2016-2017. 

The initial data in the new map consists of more than 4,500 data points representing a range of extremist 
activities, including: 

• Extremist-related murders (2008-2017) 

• Terrorist plots and attacks (2002-2017) 

o Right-wing: 2002-2017 
o Islamist: 2002-2017 
o Left-wing: 2008-2017 

• Extremist shootouts with police (2008-2017) 

• White supremacist propaganda on and off campus (Fall 2016-to date) 

• White supremacist rallies (2017-2018) 

• Anti-Semitic incidents (2016-2017) 

The map allows users to see the types of tactics extremists use, read details on specific incidents, 
compare activity by type and or state, and access and download raw data.
